LONG BINH, South Viet Nam , 
(AP) — Operation Attleboro 
the biggest U.S. action of the 
Viet Nam war, cracked open 
one of the toughest and oldest of 
the Viet Cong’s stronghold. 
That is the judgment of Maj. I 
Gen Fred C. Weyand, who di­ 
rected the 43-day operation in­ 
volving some 25,000 American 
soldiers in the tangled jungles of 
Tay Ninh Province northwest of 
Saigon. 
“We started the end of War 
¿one C as a sanctuary for the 
VC,” Weyand said in an inter­ 
view at his headquarters here. 
“ War Zone C will never be the 
same.'*

School Foundation 
Payments Increase 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
School foundation distributions 
for the first five months of the 
new fiscal year are running 
nearly $10 million ahead of the 
same period last year, State 
Auditor Roger Cloud reported 
today.

Judge Rules 


1961 Ohio Bill 


Unconstitutional 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Franklin County Common Pleas 
Judge George B. Marshall ruled 
Monday that State Civil S e r 
vice bill passed by the 1961 leg 
islature is unconstitutional. 
His ruling involved a suit by 
Joseph Heheman, a Hamilton 
County jail guard. Heheman con­ 
tended he should he granted 
permanent Civil Service status 
because the 1961 law specified 
it for provisional mployes with 
four years or more of service. 
He said he had been employ­ 
ed by the state since 1957 and 
should be afforded Civil Service 
status without taking a competi­ 
tive examination. 
But in his decision. Judge 
Marshall said Ohio law pro­ 
vides that such status should be 
determined according to merit 
and fitness “ by competitive ex­ 
amination.”

The Laser Is Dangerous

The laser beam is invading industry. 
Thousands of lasers are now employed 
in manufacturing plants and research 
laboratories. As a tool, the laser ap­ 
pears to be one of the brightest (no pun 
intended) discoveries to find its way 
Into a machine shop. 
Versatile and extremely powerful, 
the laser can drill tiny holes in diamond 
dies; weld, cut and machine metal to 
fine tolerances, and make itself useful 
in the photographic and communica­ 
tions fields. 
But some of those most familiar with 
its work are worried about the prolif­ 
eration of the laser throughout indus­ 
trial plants and other places where in­ 
expert hands might be in control. The 
laser is dangerous. 
Several laser experts, including two 
physicians, at Western Electric’s Buf­ 
falo, N. Y., plant urge the adoption of 
a national safety code. They foresee the 
possibility of similar health hazards be­ 
ing introduced by the laser that exist- 


ed in the days when the full dangers 
of excessive use of X-ray and radium 
dials were not understood. 
There are several types of laser ra­ 
diation. each with its own kind of dan­ 
ger. The common ground, of course, is 
that they all emit intense rays of light. 
Some of this light is visible, some is in 
the form of infrared, or invisible rays. 
Serious skin bums may result from 
contact with the laser beam, and even 
momentary exposure to the eyes may 
cause blindness. Eyes may also be 
damaged by reflected light from laser 
beams, and while there are certain 
glasses which will protect the eyes, 
none of them is capable of stopping all 
laser wave lengths. 
As a tool, the laser has much to offer 
industry. As a weapon it is also a po­ 
tent force. The trick is to harness its 
destructive forces. A national study to 
thoroughly reveal the character of this 
widely misunderstood innovation would 
be desirable.

NEW YORK (AP) —Every 
little girl yearns at some time 
to become a ballet dancer, or a 
nurse, or a schoolteacher. 
But the fact is that more and 
more wise little girls are grow­ 
ing up to become business sec­ 
retaries. 
For woman’s place today is as 
much the office as 
it is the 
kitchen. One of the results of the 
continuing industrial revolution 
sas been to put womanhood in a 
new seat of power — behind a 
typewriter. 
Less than 100 years ago, wom­ 
en were almost as scarce to 
American business offices as 
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gem. pearls are to reitaurant 
oysters. 
“According to the 1870 census, 
there were just seven female 
ofiiue workers," says Earl Tif­ 
fany Jr., president of the Royal 
Typewriter Co. “Today there 
are approximately three million 
secretaries, stenographers and 
typists — and 98 per cent of 
them sre women.”

The laser beam is invading industry. 
Thousands of lasers are now emplojed 
in manufacturing plants and research 
laboratories. As a tool, the laser ap­ 
pears to be one of the brightest (no pun 
intended) discoveries to find its way 
Into a machine shop. 
Versatile and extremely powerful, 
the laser can drill tiny holes in diamond 
dies; weld, cut and machine metal to 
fine tolerances, and make itself useful 
in the photographic and communica­ 
tions fields. 
But some of those most familiar with 
Its work are worried about the prolif­ 
eration of the laser throughout indus­ 
trial plants and other places where in­ 
expert hands might be in control. The 
laser is dangerous. 
Several laser experts, including two 
physicians, at Western Electric’s Buf­ 
falo, N. Y., plant urge the adoption of 
a national safety code. They foresee the 
possibility of similar health hazards be­ 
ing introduced by the laser that exist­ 


ed in the days when the full dangers 
of excessive use of X-ray and radium 
dials were not understood. 
There are several types of laser ra­ 
diation. each with its own kind of dan­ 
ger. The common ground, of course, is 
that they all emit intense rays of light. 
Some of this light is visible, some is in 
the form of infrared, or invisible rays. 
Serious skin burns may result from 
contact with the laser beam, and even 
momentary exposure to the eyes may 
cause blindness. Eyes may also be 
damaged by reflected light from laser 
beams, and while there are certain 
glasses which will protect the eyes, 
none of them is capable of stopping all 
laser wave lengths. 
As a tool, the laser has much to offer 
industry. As a weapon it is also a po­ 
tent force. The trick is to harness its 
destructive forces. A national study to 
thoroughly reveal the character of this 
widely misunderstood innovation would 
be desirable.
